Form Devised 
For Building 
Of Spillways 


The construction of drop in! c t 
spillways for collecting surface wa­ 
ter to prevent erosion has been 
made simple by Austin L. I’atrick, 
Soil Conservation Service techni- 
c.an at Bowling Green. Patrick has 
devised a metal form which is light, 
portably, easily emplaced and re­ 
moved, which does away with the 
tedious job of constructing wooden 
forms. 
The concrete spillway is design­ 
ed to take care of a larger amount 
of surface water, and carry it off 
safely and inexpensively, as com­ 
pared to other methods. Patrick 
has designed the forms for the 
spillway which functions on a prin­ 
ciple usi.ig built - up pressure to 
force the water out more rapidly. 
Using this principle, a 15-inch spill­ 
way pipe will carry a greater load 
than by other methods. 
The Wood County Soil Conserva­ 
tion District had the forms manu­ 
factured following Patrick’s design. 
The district has made it available 
to farmers in Wood and surround­ 
ing counties for a $10 per use rental 
fee. 
The form is easy to assemble, 
consisting of a series of metal plat­ 
es which are locked together. It 
can be put together easily by two 
men, and can be completely as­ 
sembled and ready for the pouring 
of concrete in about five hours.

Two miles of snow fence spaced 
over especially bad spots. 
Eight snowplows, each able to 
clear a path eight to ten feet wide. 
One giant snow plow with two 
ieven-foot blades, able to clear a 
path 12 feet wide. 
Five hundred tons of crush e d 
itone to be mixed with IO tons of 
calcium chloride for spreading on 
slippery highways.

The Indian com was of a sweet 
variety instead 
of the ordinary 
field com. and it formed one of the 
staple foods of the Indians. They 
fashioned it into meal by using 
stone and wooden mortars and pes­ 
tles, and by parching it and eating 
it in as large quantities as limited 
supplies permitted. 
The story of cora in Fayette 
County reads like romance, and 
some of the early breeders of corn, 
as long as 80 years ago, were quick 
to note differences in the corn they 
produced, and then by carefully 
planting and segregating it, they 
were able to produce entirely new 
varieties. 
For instance most farmers 20 
years ago were familiar with the 
yellow corn with the white cob, 
but they never knew its history, or 
that it originated right here in Fay­ 
ette Courtly.

Decreases Seen 


In Hogs, Fowls 


Feed Survey Panel 
Reports on Findings 


COLUMBUS — Small decreases 
i 
numbers of hogs and chickens 
to be raised, increases in broilers 
and turkeys, and little or no change 
in laying flocks, dairy and b e e f 
cattle are in prospect for the forth­ 
coming feeding year. Livestock and 
poultry will have more than ample 
supplies of grains and low - protein 
feeds. 
These were the findings of a 
24-member college feed surv e y 
committee after completion of an 
intensive study in Chicago. 
The committee, sponsored by the 
American Feed Manufacturers As­ 
sn., has been conducting similar 
studies every year since 1941. E. 
W. Klosterman of the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural Experiment station, was a 
committee member this year. 
• • • 
DIVIDING its report by classes 
by livestock and poultry, the feed 
survey committee forecast: 
Swine— This fall’s pig crop will 
be 7 per cent less than that of a 
year ago. Average slaughter weight 
of all hogs marketed in the 1956-57 
* feeding year will be 236 pounds, 
3 pounds heavier than in 1955-56. 
Poultry— The nation’s l a y i n g 
block will be slightly larger during 
the 1956-57 feeding year. There will 
be a slight decrease in number of 
chickens raised for flock replace­ 
ment, but a considerable increase 
in numbers of both broilers and 
turkeys raised, 
Dairy cattle— Number of cows 
to be milked in 1957 will be I per 
cent less than in 1956. A total milk 
production of 127 billion pounds, ap­ 
proximating the record 
high of 
1956, should result from continued 
higher production rates, due in 
part to heavier grain feeding. 
Beef cattle— Numbers of cat­ 
tle to be fed will increase, due 
to an abundance of grain and the 
availability of animals for feed­ 
ing. 
Sheep and lambs— Total num­ 
bers will continue about the same. 
Numbers of ewes and ewe lamb 
replacements .in native flocks will 
increase. Number of lambs fed 
probably will increase slightly.

Her 
a n n u a l commercial output is 
around 400,000 trees, and she gen­ 
erally uses approximately t h r e e 
million. This means she pays a 
big transportation bill each year in 
order to get Christmas trees need­ 
ed to supply her demand.

FARM BUREAU CO-OP 


State Highway Force Ready for Winter 


The Ohio Departm ent of H i g h- 
ways is ready for w hatever winter 
m ay bring. 


The Fayette County division, un­ 
der the direction of Superintendent 
Carl D. Hillery, has completed its 
part in “Operation Dry Run’’ — 
a m ass inspection of snow a n d 
ice equipment throughout the state. 
Here is some of the equipment 
Hillery has on hand for the icy 
weather: 
One thousand tons of rock salt 
for melting ice off frozen roads. 
Two miles of snow fence spaced 
over especially bad spots. 
Eight snowplows, each able to 
clear a path eight to ten feet wide. 
One giant snow plow with two 
ieven-foot blades, able to clear a 
path 12 feet wide. 
Five hundred tons of c ru sh e d 
■tone to be mixed with 10' tons of 
calcium chloride for spreading on 
•lippery highways. 
• 
• • 
IN ADDITION to this, barrels of 
■alt have been 
placed 
near 
all 
bridges, since cold 
air u n d e r 
bridges makes them freeze ov e r 
quickly. The State Highway Patrol 
is cooperating with the Highw a y 
Departm ent, and has a g r e e d to 
spread the salt when necessary if 
they get to a danger spot before 
the departm ent’s men have arriv­ 
ed. 
.\nd there are 24 men working 
f o r the Highway Departm e n t 
here. In an em ergency, such as a 
■udden blizzard, all 
m a y 
be 
called in to help clear roads. 
Besides these precautions, cin­ 
ders mixed with calcium chloride 
have been placed in boxes along- 
aide potentially dangerous grades 
on all m ajor roads. 
There are about 190 
miles 
of 
■tale roads in Fayette C o u nty, so 
Hillery and Departm ent Timekeep­ 
e r Stanley Helfrich have a busy 
tim e keeping track of those spots 
that bear watching in cold weath­ 
er.

HIl.LERY doesn’t h a v e maps 
■howing treacherous places on the 
county’s roads. He Just rem em bers 
what parts of the 190 miles need 
special care. 
One of Hillery*s biggest problems 
is getting permission to put up 
snow fences. The fences must be 
erected 100 feet back from t h e 
highwáy, and land on which they 
■hould be placed usually is farm 
acreage. However, most fa rn c rs 
cooperate with the departm ent, and 
there probably won’t be many deep 
drifts on local roads this year. 
Fayette County’s w interizing 
program is only a part of the 
very big business of snow and ice 
rem oval in Ohio. The State De­ 
partm ent of Highways owns !,• 
200 pieces of snow rem oval equip­ 
ment. .Add to this nearly a mil­ 
lion feet of snow 
fence 
being 
erected throughout the state. 
.And 125,(MM) tons of chemicals 
■r.d 185,000 tons of abras t v e s 
probably will be used in the bat­ 
tle against 01’ Man Winter.

STATE HIGHWAY D irector S. O. 
Linzell has asked m otorists to co­ 
operate in yielding right - of - way 
to snowplows during snow removal 
and ice control operations. 
‘ Snowplow equipment can readi­ 
ly be recognized by the blue flash­ 
ing lights iro m the front end and 
red flashing lights from the rea r,’’ 
Linzell pointed out. 
“We hope the driving public will 
take advantage of the cinder boxes 
or drum s placed along our high­ 
ways 'and hills until our equipment 
arrives,” Linzell said. 
Hillery has a more simple solu­ 
tion for people wlio want to drive 
in icy weather. His advice is: 
“ Stay hom e!”

As most of you know, Fayette 
County for many, m any years has 
been noted for its fine com , and I 
would place the county first in 
America as having done more to 
produce more and better corn for 
the world than any other area. 
A great m any Fayette farm ers, 
for the past 75 years or more, have 
been interested in producing better 
and better com , and it is no won­ 
der that tim e after tim e, 
grain 
grown in the county has carried 
off honors 
in 
the 
international 
shows, as well as state and dis­ 
trict shows. 
Even today, with hybrid varie­ 
ties the only com grown in this 
area (with very few exceptions), 
leading growers of choice corn are 
on their toes still striving to pro­ 
duce an even better quality. 
It requires considerable space to 
tell you the story of corn in Fay­ 
ette County, because of the several 
varieties originated here and in this 
part of Ohio. 
• • • 
FIRST CORN GROII'N in t h e 
county was produced by the Indi­ 
ans so long ago that we would real­ 
ly be am azed to know when the 
first crop was grown here. I have 
sam ples of the charred com left 
by the Mound Builders (just an­ 
other nam e for early Americ a n 
Indians) some l.iMM) to 2,500 years 
ago. Incidentally evidence has been 
found that com grew in Mexico 
50,000 years ago. 
The Indian com was of a sweet 
variety instead of the ordinary 
field com , and it formed one of the 
staple foods of the Indians. They 
fashioned it into m eal by using

COLUMBUS — Small decreases 
i 
num bers of hogs and chickens 
to be raised, increases in broilers 
and turkeys, and Htile or no change 
in laying flocks, dairy and b e e f 
cattle are in prospect for the forth­ 
coming feeding year. Livestock and 
poultry will have more than ample 
supplies of grains and low - protein 
feeds. 
These were the findings of a 
24-m em ber cO'Ilege feed surv e y 
com m ittee after completion of an 
intensive study in Chicago. 
T ie com m ittee, sponsored by the 
Am erican Feed M anufacturers As­ 
sn., has been conducting sim ilar 
studies every year since 1941. E. 
W, Klosterm an of the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural Experim ent station, was a 
com m ittee m em ber this year.

D rviDING its report by classes 
by livestock and poultry, the feed 
survey com m ittee forecast: 
I 
Swine— This fall’s pig crop will 
be 7 per cent less than that of a 
I year ago. Average slaughter weight 
of all, .hogs m arketed ,in the 19'56-57 
feeding year will be 236 pounds, 
3 pounds heavier than in 1955-56. 
Poultry— The nation’s l a y i n g 
block will be slightly larger during 
the 1956-57 feeding year. There will 
be a slight decrease in num ber of 
chickens raised for flock replace­ 
m ent, but a considerable increase 
in num bers of both broilers and 
turkeys raised. 
D airy cattle— Num ber of cows 
to be milked in 1957 will be *1 per 
cent less than in 1956. A total milk

1956, should result from continued 
higher production 
rates,

part to heavier grain feeding.

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Some Thoughts On Recent Election Results 


L a ff A-D ay 


President Eisenhower’s overwhelmi n g 
vote in the balloting on the presidency was 
not surprising except in size of his victory 
over Gov. Stevenson, as a pers o ti a I tri­ 
umph. 
It becam e clear as the recent national 
election day drew near that the great 
m ass of American voters did not want to 
see a change in the White House; they re­ 
spected “ Ike” for his ideas of fairness, his 
integrity and his calm and temperate con­ 
duct under pressure. With world condi­ 
tions as they are, the people wanted Ei­ 
senhower because they believed he was a 
“safe” president. 
To many people who feel that it is re­ 
grettable that Eisenhower will not have a 
decisive 
Republican majority 
in 
both 
houses of Congress, this m ay prove at this 
time as a good thing for the nation. 
From one viewpoint it can be said that 
the President has an extraordinary gift of 
dealing effectively with m en of both par­ 
ties in Congress; he has had better rela­ 
tions with the last Democratic Congress 
than most presidents have had with Con­ 
gresses of their own political complexion. 
Again, while Eisenhower lacks a parti­ 
san majority in Congress, he can more 
often than not comm and an ideological 
majority. Som etim es it is a working alli­ 
ance between Republicans and conserva­ 
tive Democrats; at other tim es it may be 
a coalition of liberal Republicans and the 
bulk of the Democrats. This is an ar­ 
rangement that bewilders the foreign ob­ 
server but Americans apparently take it 
pretty much for granted, and with g o o d 
reason; it works. That it works so fre­ 
quently and so well is one of the salient 
facts of President Eisenhower’s leader­ 
ship.

Again, while Eisenhower lacks a parti­ 
san majority in Congress, he can more 
often than not command, an. ideological 
majority. Sometimes it is a w’orking alli­ 
ance betw'een Republicans and conserva­ 
tive Democrats; at other times it may be 
a coalition of liberal Republicans and the 
bulk of the Democrats. This is an a r­ 
rangement that bewilders the foreign ob­ 
se rv e r but A m ericans apparently take it 
pretty much for granted, and with g o o d 
reason; it works. That it works so fre­ 
quently and so well is one of the salient 
facts of President Eisenhow'cr’s leader­ 
ship.
